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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAI^  1970 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

The  estimated  population  figure  is  given  as  9»S90  as  against  9 >880 
for  1969* 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  shows  an  increase  to  l6*00  from 
12.95  for  1969. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  has  risen  slightly  to  12*60  from 
12.0^^  for  1969. 

There  were  125  deaths  as  compared  with  II9  for  1969*  Six  deaths, 
four  male  and  two  female,  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  roughlj’’  a 
quarter  of  all  cancer  deaths.  This  is  in  line  with  experience  elsewhere. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  and  six  infants  have 
died  under  the  age  of  one  year  from  a total  of  I58  births. 

1970  was  Conservation  Year,  and  considerable  public  interest  was 
focused  on  the  problems  of  pollution,  and  the  need  to  create  a 
satisfactory  environment,  both  at  work  and  at  home.  Clay  Cross  has  been 
active  and  has  done  much  to  improve  housing  conditions,  and  bring 
industry  to  the  town* 

The  year  saw  the  retirement  of  the  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  Rysdale,  on 
grounds  of  ill  health*  He  had  served  the  Council  for  more  than  forty 
years,  and  takes  into  retirement  the  best  wishes  of  all  his  colleagues* 

I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  my  colleagues 
for  the  help  and  co-operation  I have  received  during  the  year*,  and  with 
the  preparation  of  this  report.

The  ©■’J.pplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire  Water  Board. 

Press  reservoirs  provide  the  major  source  of  supply,  being  augmented  in 
parts  of  the  area  by  water  from  the  Ogston  Treatment  Works.  At  both  works 
chlorination  is  practised. 

The  resultant  quality  of  supplied  water  has  been  bacteriologically 
satisfactory. 

The  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  household  purposes. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the  Board’s 
laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  waters  are  examined  at  least 
monthly,  the  number  of  examinations  involved  in  I970j  being

Bacteriological  results  on  treated  waters  have  been  consistent  with  standards 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Chemical  results  in  view  of  the  number  of

The  treated  waters  in  the  area  have  given  rise  to  no  concern  on  the  grounds 
of  plumbo  solvency,  and  analyses  on  the  supply  water  at  source,  in  distribution 
and  after  overnight  Etanding  in  lead  service  pipes  have  yielded  figures  within 
the  recently  revised  acceptable  lead  concentration. 

The  number  of  houses  connected  during  the  year  was  67. 

No  major  schemes  were  undertaken  in  the  area. 

2,017  yards  of  main  were  laid  for  housing  developments. 

Before  being  brought  into  service  all  newly  laid  mains  were  washed  out, 
sterilized  and  samples  examined  to  ensure  satisfactory  bacteriological  and 
physical  results  were  obtained.

I thank  the  Honorany  Secretary  to  the  Clay  Cross  and  District  Mobile 
Physiotherapy  Service  for  the  following  report  : 

The  Clay  Cross  and  District  Mobile  Physiotherapy  Service  has  now  come  to 
the  end  of  the  second  year  of  work* 

Dxiring  this  last  year  Mrs*  Hinde  has  treated  91  new  patients,  giving 
1,695  treatments.  In  the  year  September,  19^9,  to  September,  1970  there  were 
108  new  patients  and  1,737  treatments  given* 

This  work  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  patients,  most  of  whom  would 
have  been  unable  to  receive  physiotherapy  treatment  in  any  other  way,  and 
also  by  their  relatives* 

Great  interest  is  shov/n  locally  fin  the  work  of  the  Service  and  the 
Committee  is  extremely  grateful  to  the  many  organisations  who  have  arranged 
fund  raising  efforts*  However,  continuing  rising  costs  still  give  the 
Committee  cause  for  anxiety  about  the  financial  position*
